INFLUENZA A DESTROYER 

Although influenza is never 
thought of as a children’s disease, 
we were shocked to discover that 
it killed 1163 California children in 
the years 1928-32,more than any 
other disease except tuberculosis. 
Since influenza often acts as a 
forerunner of tuberculosis in child- 
ren and adults, the problem of the 
control of influenza becomes doubly 
important. 

The reporting of influenza ‘s far 
from complete, yet in many years 
it is our most prevalent disease. If 
we include all severe “colds” which 
confine people to bed for a day or 
more with fever, intuenza is much 


more common than any other dis- | 


ease, and causes the greatest loss | 
of time from work.
